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Public works 
bill signed 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) — President 
Carter today signed two major bills, one 
a $10.4 billion public works measure and 
the other giving U.S. automakers ad­ 
ditional time to meet exhaust emission 
standards. 
Carter promised in a statement that 
the new emissions timetable in the Clean 
Air Act “ will be enforced.” 
The Clean Air Act extends for two 
more years auto emission criteria for 
hydrocarbons, carbon monoxide and 
nitrogen oxide that applied to 1977 cars, 
with the standards being tightened begin­ 
ning in 1980. 
The public works bill contains funding 
for nine of 18 dams and other projects 
which Carter tried to kill as too ex­ 
travagant. He said he remained very 
concerned for the continued funding of 
some of the projects. 
The public works m easure also 
provides funds for the production of the 
neutron bomb — a space age weapon that 
kills people but does relatively little 


damage to structures. 
Carter asked congressional approval 
of the neutron bomb funds pending a 
final decision on whether to begin 
production. Congress agreed, with a 
provision that if Carter gives the go- 
ahead for production it can be stopped if 
the Senate and House approved resolu­ 
tions of dissaproval. 
The clean air bill cleared Congress last 
week after automakers said quick pas­ 
sage of the bill was necessary because it 
contained changes in auto exhaust stan­ 
dards for 1978 cars which began produc­ 
tion last week 
“ The automobile industry now has a 
firm timetable for meeting strict, but 
achievable emission reductions.” Carter 
said “ This timetable will be enforced.” 
“ That indusrv now knows with cer­ 
tainty what is required, and can devote 
its full time and energies to designing 
cars which will further our clean air 
goals while continuing to improve fuel 
efficiency.

Secretary Jam es Schlesinger today 
asked the Senate Finance Committee to 
revive President C arter’s proposed 
standby gasoline tax increase killed last 
week by the House 
He was met with criticism of the 
Carter program from several senators, 
but also asked the com m ittee to 
strengthen other tax portions of the 
bill 
Committee Chairman Russell Long. D- 
La , opened a series of hearings on tax 
aspects of the Carter energy plan so the 
Senate can get to work on its version 
when it returns later from a month long 
recess 
Schlesinger said some of Carter’s 
defeats — including loss of a gasoline tax 
increase — in the House “ significantly 
reduce the e ffe c tiv e n e ss of the 
program .” He asked that C arter’s 
proposal for a standby gas tax despite a 
decisive House vote against it. 
The proposal would allow Carter to in­ 
crease gasoline taxes by a nickel a gallon 
each year that consumption runs over 
certain limits. 


“ The standby gasoline tax was 
designed as a challenge to the American 
people to conserve energy,” Schlesinger 
said. “ The administration realizes that 
any gasoline tax is controversial but 
believes that this committee should take 
action on this proposal.”

Americans will 
finally start cutting down on fuel con­

Carter said last week “ the public is not 
paying attention" to his calls for volun­ 
tary reductions, and may need to be 
forced into it by a new “ series of crises.” 
Adams said one effective jolt might be 
a stiff and sudden price hike at the gas 
pump “ When (gasoline) moves into the 
range of $1 a gallon, you’ll see a real im­ 
pact.” he said 


Firefiohtors 
still battle 
northbound fire

Weary firefighters shifted their forces 
today to stand between the flames lick­ 
ing northward from the 77.200-acre Mar­ 
ble Cone forest fire and the watershed 
above the 20,000 residents of Carmel 
Valley. 
Substantial damage to the watershed 
would cause erosion, silting, mudslides 
and flooding next winter by the Carmel 
River, foresters said. 
They called the situation “ extremely 
critical” and took a calculated gamble. 
By moving many units to the watershed 
at the fire's north end, the south end was 
left undermanned at some points, ac­ 
cording to fire boss Myron Lee. 
Lee said the tactic risked a breakout 
on the south and “ could conceivably dou­ 
ble the size of the fire.” Atthe southwest 
corner today, fire was dribbling down 
the coastal side of the mountains two 
miles from John Little State Park. 


The Marble Cone fire, which has 
destroyed two thirds of the Ventana 
Wilderness Area in the Big Sur country, 
was one of 100 fires out of control in 
drought-stricken western states. 
At the scene of the 80,200-acre Scar- 
face fire in far northeastern California, 
Dean Lucke, a spokesman, said today 
“ things are looking good.” With the help 
of slow winds, Scarface was 80 per cent 
contained and it was hoped to control it 
by Wednesday evening. 
Scarface destroyed 100 million board 
feet of lumber. It was so massive that 
Scarface generated its own weather, 
causing rain in Oregon and Idaho and 
sending smoke over five states. 
Control of several other large Califor­ 
nia fires — Horr’s Comer, Geric, Eagle 
Lake and Bonita — was predicted for 
tonight or tomorrow night. 
But in the Big Sur country, workers 
had only constructed 51 m iles of 
firebreak, about half the perimeter of 
the fire.

Forty-eight

their own arrest for trespassing at the 
Diablo Canyon nuclear power plant in 
San Luis Obispo yesterday to publicize 
their opposition to the plant's operating 
near a m ajor earthquake fault and to 
“ nukes” in general 
Political activist Daniel Ellsberg and 
environm entalist B arry Commoner 
spoke at a rally earlier on nearby Avila 
Beach with about 1.000 in attendance. 
Wearing backpacks and carrying 
posters, the near 50 “ occupiers” — ac­ 
companied by about as many reporters, 
camera-persons and photographers — 
climbed through and over two barbed 
wire fences onto PG&E’s seven-mile 
road leading to the nuclear plant. 
After marching hand-in-hand about 
one-half mile, the demonstrators met a 
roadblock of county sheriffs and paddy 
wagons. The group sat down and sang 
anti-nuclear folk songs while officers

Larry Grafton, 25, phoned his family 
late Wednesday to let them know he was 
not hurt when his crew evacuated their 
camp in the Modoc National Forest near 
the upper Nevada border. 
“ He told us the whole camp was going, 
but that he was all right,” said Mrs. Bob­ 
bie Grafton, Larry’s mother. 


But Grafton said he had to leave his 
1975 Dodge pickup and camper when the 
arm of a m ajor blaze whipped toward his 
camp. 
“ He was in good spirits because they 
got out,” Mrs. Grafton said. “ He said he 
could always replace his truck.” 


Grafton has not been heard from since 
his near-midnight phone call. But, U.S. 
Forest Service spokeswoman Nancy 
Gardner said Thursday the Happy Camp 
guard station where G rafton was 
camped did not burn. Gardner could not 
say whether or not Grafton’s pickup had 
been spared, but she said there had been

Protest revolved around recent dis­ 
closure by the Los Angeles Times that 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
(NRC), the agency charged by Congress 
with insuring safety in atomic energy 
production, has made an “ unusual effort 
to justify licensing” the two Diablo 
nuclear reactors The effort was made 
despite acknowledgment that a quake 
fault several miles offshore could jolt 
the area some 10 times beyond what the 
plant was built to endure and cause the 
release of radioactive material, ac­ 
cording to the U.S Geological Survey 
Licensing of the $1.5 billion plant is 
pending further review by the NRC. (The 
agency reportedly plans to shut down 
another Pacific Gas & Electric plant in 
Humboldt Bay near San Francisco 
because of dangers posed by possible 
quakes.) 
Documents showing NRC concern that 
a licensing denial would bring a large 
financial loss to PG&E and would 


no reports of equipment damage either.

their camp further west of the blaze. 


Grafton is on the lines of a major blaze 
ignited by a dry lightning storm which 
struck Northern California Tuesday and 
Wednesday. Gardner said the lightning 
struck more than 100 times in the small 
Modoc forest alone 


The lightning has been blamed for an 
estimated 400 fires reported in the upper 
third of the state this week. 
Gardner said 20- to 30-mile-an-hour 
winds fanning the fire combined with 
near-90-degree temperatures countered 
firefighters’ efforts as the fire remained 
out of control. Intense smoke blanketed 
much of the area, but Gardner said 
rough estimates reported more than 
14,000 acres blackened by the holocaust 
The close scrape was nothing new for 
Grafton. 
He had been on the lines for 
only a week since recuperating from in­ 
juries dealt by a burning tree which 
d ropped on him and two other 
firefighters. 
Last year, he received multiple cuts 
and bruises as one of the luckier ones in 
transport helicopter which crashed dur­ 
ing a fire. 
Grafton has another brother Tom, 22, 
who is fighting fires near Patterson in 
Northern California. 
Mrs Grafton said with her two sons in 
the U.S. Forest Service, “ the most 
valuable thing in our whole house is the

A former government aide, Ellsberg 
released to the press a Pentagon report 
on the Vietnam War. 
“ The documents that weren’t meant to 
be shown to the public conceal official 
irresponsibility," Ellsberg said “ They 
show that the regulatory commission 
was essentially working as a public rela­ 
tions arm of PG&E and ERDA (Energy 
R e s e a r c h and De ve l o p men t Ad­ 
ministration) to increase energy sup­ 
plies and protect a billion dollar invest­ 
ment — precisely the criteria they were 
not supposed to apply in looking at the 
safety factors raised by the earthquake 
problem ” 
Ellsberg compared NRC behavior in 
the Diablo situation to U.S. government 
actions during the Vietnam War. “ When 
decisions are made in secret, the 
public’s interest in safety, in an in­ 
habitable earth, is going to get less atten­ 
tion than the short-run interests of major 
taxpayers like PG&E, campaign con­ 
tributors like corporations in general and 
the profitable business of this country 
from year to year.” 
Ellsberg praised the 48 “ occupiers,” 
who had notified county law enforcement 
agencies — as well as numerous news 
agencies — of their intention to trespass 
on PG&E property in non-violent 
protest. 
These are “ quiet actions by people who 
are ready to go to jail, but not go quietly 
into a nuclear world that is being built 
for us,” he said to crowd cheers. “ We’re 
here to say, we will not go quietly into a 
world that is being made into a death 
camp. 
“ By the year MOO there will be 100 
countries with the ability to make 
nuclear weapons from their nuclear 
energy programs, like Diablo,” he said. 
“ By the year 2000, according to the Com­ 
mittee for Economic Development, 
there will have been produced as nuclear 
by-product — waste — enough nuclear 
material to make one million atomic 
bombs ” 
Both Ellsberg and biologist Commoner 
criticized President Carter’s energy plan 
as hastily devised and “ railroaded 
through Congress They criticized his 
stated goals to abolish nuclear weapons 
versus his support of increased produc­ 
tion of nuclear warheads, cruise missiles 
and of the neutron bomb 
Commoner said that Carter’s plan, in 
relying upon conservation, gas price 
hikes and increased use of coal would 
cause unemployment, inflation and 
“ hook” the nation on electricity 
generated by nuclear reactors. 
“ Solar energy,” Commoner told the 
oceanside crowd soaking up brilliant 
sunshine, "is the way the people can con­ 
trol their power Now energy is in the 
hands of multi-billion dollar corporations 
and I think solar is a threat to that 
centralization ”

Discussions by members of a 
committee set up by County 
Supervisor David Yager to 
draft a housing limitation or­ 
dinance in the county have been 
centering of late on applying 
such an ordinance — if adopted 
— to six sub-areas on the South 
Coast. 
A policy subcom m ittee 
headed by James Morris, of a 
Santa Barbara engineering 
firm, has also given a proposed 
outline of an ordinance which 
would set up (1) an annual 
allocation of number of housing 
units in the areas affected; (2) 
award sub-areas a percentage 
of allocated units based on 
percentage of current housing 
stock; (3) make allocations on 
a quarter basis from total of an­ 
nual units allotted; (4) rate all 
applications in accord with 
housing type and allocation; 
types would be high-density 
multiple, low-density multiple, 
and single-family, with loca­ 
tions as town center, suburban 
and rural 
Sub-areas as proposed by the 


But the South Coast is in need 
of such an ordinance, he felt, as 
resources are being outstripped 
by growth in a number of areas. 
Yager’s office continued to 
maintain this week that there 
have been no serious objec­ 
tion to a housing ordinance even 
in 
C a rp in te ria 
Valley areas where growth has 
been pronounced in the last ten 
years, and ranking with North 
County growth areas such as 
Buell ton, Solvang and Orcutt. 
The county counsel s office 
has begun sitting in on some 
committee sessions to advise as 
to legalities involved. 
The discussions have been 
w ide-ranging w ith joint 
meetings of some subcommit­ 
tees taking place, such as 
“general agreement” reached 
at a joint meeting of policy and 
administration sub-groups that 
“in order for any growth plan to 
work, the cities in the area 
must be counted into the total 
adopted growth rate, although 
it was conceded this could be 


brought about by “requesting 
cooperation.” 
Recent growth rates — pos­ 
sibly the past five years or so — 
established bv the cities of 
Santa Barbara and Carpinteria 
“would probably have to be 
employed as the most likely 
rate they would sustain, at least 
in the near term,” it was found. 
It was conceded that such 
findings would have a “great ef­ 
fect” on the number of units 
made available to the unincor­ 
porated areas and may affect 
the final percentage rate which 
is adopted 
A moving allotment concept 
has been favored to some ex­ 
tent while a “point or category 
system" has been explored with 
respect to desirability of cer­ 
tain types of units and location. 
The broad-based committee 
is made up of attorneys, 
e d u c a to rs , 
p la n n e rs, 
d e v e lo p e rs, and o th e rs 
representing labor, building in­ 
terests, water districts, and a 
number of persons with strong 
conservation leanings.

The policy committee’s out­ 
line of features of such an or­ 
dinance stated there could be a 
certain low percentage reserva­ 
tion for single family homes in 
rural locations.

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Traffic controller 
strike cripples 
Canadian airlines 


OTTAWA (UPI) - Canada’s 
airlines operated a skeleton 
service out of a handful of U.S. 
border airports today, cancel­ 
ing thousands of peak-season 
reservations in a strike by the 
nation’s 2,200 air traffic 
controllers. 
No talks between the controll­ 
ers and government negotiators 
w ere planned. Each side 
blam ed the other for the 
walkout that began at 4 a.m. 
Sunday and shut down air travel 
to and from Canada. 
The Canadian Air Traffic 
Control Association had sche­ 
duled rotating strikes to begin 
at midnight Monday, but moved 
up the strike deadline when the 
government announced it would 
try to impose a settlement in 
the nine-month dispute through 
legislation. 
CATCA is seeking a 12.6 per 
cent wage hike, but the govern­ 
ment is offering the maximum 
8 per cent allowed under 
current wage and price con­ 
trols 
Air Canada, the national air­ 
line, said it canceled 15,000 
reservations and slashed its 
normal schedule of internation­ 
al and domestic flights from 
more than 500 a day to about 20 
Canadian airlines had es­ 
timated a shutdown would cost 
$6 million a day. Air Canada, 
alone, stands to lose $3 million a 
day 
Canada’s other major airline, 
CP Air, said all domestic flights 
were canceled and it will 
operate only limited interna­ 
tional service. 
The two major carriers said 
they would bus passengers to 
the nearest U.S. border air­ 
ports. 
Air Canada officials said pas­ 
sengers to and from Montreal 
would be rerouted to Bangor, 
Maine, and Burlington, Vt.; 
Toronto passengers would go to 
Buffalo and Niagara Falls, 
N Y .; and Vancouver’s would 
go to Seattle. 
Military aircraft will fly 
members of Parliament to an 
emergency meeting Tuesday 
when the government will try to 
pass legislation to end the 
strike. 
CATCA o fficials sent a 
telegram Sunday to govern­ 
ment negotiators, offering to 
reopen contract talks.

“ I propose a total American 
boycott of South Africa If you 
believe in your own edict of 
equality, trading with South 
Africa must be an embarrass­ 
ment to you. Reaping the 
benefits of racism must be an 
embarrassment.” 
N yerere said Rhodesian 
Prime Minister Ian Smith is 
“ part of the problem” of a 
government that is “ founded on 
racial superiority and discrimi­ 
nation.” 
“ Ian Smith is concerned with 
maintaining the minority rule.’’ 
Nyerere said. 
The President also said he 
wants Cuba to remain involved 
in Angola “ to be sure that both 
South Africa and the western 
countries are not trying to 
overthrow the government of 
the Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola.” 
Nyerere said he goes home 
feeling that Carter is “ commit­ 
ted to do iom *U »iim about 
racial lustier in South Africa.

Legislators argue about amount 
of tax relief funding on hand 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Lawmakers attempting to forge 
school finance and property tax 
relief legislation are stymied 
more by lack of agreement on 
how much money there is to 
spend than by controversy over 
how to distribute th9e funds. 
The picture has been clouded 
by differing estimates over the 
size of future budget surpluses, 
controversy about what each 
plan should contain and parti­ 
san politics. 
“Our problem isn’t so much 
how to cut up the pie,” said Sen 
Nicholas Petris. chairman of 
the joint committee working on 
property tax relief 
“ The 
problem is determining the size 
of the pie.” 
Petris said legislative aides 
were working overtime to 
create a set of projected 


revenue figures that are accept­ 
able to both committees 
“ We can only estimate based 
on past performance,” he said 
in an interview. “ The numbers 
may be wrong when we get 
them, but at least we (the two 
committees) will be working 
with the same figures ” 
Veteran Legislative Analyst 
A Alan Post has warned that 
financing both plans — whatev­ 
er form they take — from 
future budget surpluses will 
result in a general tax increase 
or reduction in social welfare 
services 
But the chief administration 
budget spokesman. Finance 
Department Director Roy Bell, 
disagrees 
Bell’s office has forecast a $4 
billion budget surplus at the end 
of the 1982-83 fiscal vear — if 


law m ak ers gav e out no 
property tax relief or school 
aid. Post has predicted only a 
$1.6 billion surplus in the same 
year. 


Another possible source of 
funding for the two measures — 
higher income tax brackets for 
middle and upper income 
persons — has been ruled out by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
who opposes any plan that in­ 
cludes a general tax increase. 


Until the figures are agreed 
upon, the committee members 
said there will be confusion 
over exactly what each propos­ 
al will contain.

Confusion over laws 
hampers pension trustees 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The president of the Interna­ 
tional Foundation of Employe 
Benefit Plans said Sunday 
trustees of private pension 
plans are caught in an invest­ 
ment bind because of uncer­ 
tainty over federal regulations. 
Charles B Jackson spoke at 
the opening of the non-profit 
International Foundation's 23rd 
Annual Education Conference 
Some 5.000 pension plan trus­ 
tees, administrators and advi­ 
sors from all over the country 
are attending the six-day con­ 
ference. 
For the past three years the 
federal pension reform act has 
been the guideline for adminis­ 
trators of private pension plans 
The federal regulations require 
private pension fund trustees to 
act like a “ prudent man” in 
deciding how and where to in­ 
vest, Jackson said. 
But, “ neither the law nor the 


regulations based on it define 
the meaning of ‘prudent man in 
specific terms.-' 


As a result, Jackson said, 
many trustees are driven to ex­ 
treme caution in making invest­ 
ment decisions — a caution 
which may deprive their funds 
of the best potential return on 
their investments and which 
also deprive small businesses of 
needed investment capital. 


Other trustees have “ simply 
turned the responsibility for 
making investment decisions 
over to outside managers com­ 
pletely,” he said.

The recalled brands under 
which the whipped butter is dis­ 
tributed in eight-ounce cups in 
retail stores are Sugar Creek, 
Prairie Farm s, A&P, Armour, 
Chapel, Mayflower, Blue Valley 
and Meadow Gold, Gazel said. 


All whipped butter produced 
by Beatrice’s Sugar Creek but­ 
ter plant in Louisville, Ky., 
bearing the lot numbers coded 
with the first three numbers of 
172 through 216 or bearing the 
"pull date” of Sept. 12, 1977, or 
before, are being recalled. 


The code or pull date is listed 
on the lid of the eight-ounce 
containers and on the package 
of the 16-pound and five-pound 
Sugar Creek brand institutional 
sizes. 


‘‘Persons who have these 
brands of whipped butter bear­ 
ing these pull dates or code 
numbers or where the pull 
dates or code numbers are il­ 
legible should not use the whip­ 
ped butter but should dispose of 
it or return it to the place where 
it was purchaed,” Gazel said.

N Y (UPI) — E r­ 
nie Banks and Joe Sewell, shortstops 
who achieved greatness with totally dif­ 
ferent styles, will be inducted into the 
Hall of Fam e along with four other 
baseball immortals. 
Also entering the shrine today in the 
tiny village where Abner Doubleday is 
supposed to have invented baseball, will 
be A1 Lopez, an outstanding manager 
during the 1950s and 1960s. Amos Rusie. 
the game’s first strikeout king, and John 
Henry Llovd and Martin Dihigo. two 
stars'of the old Negro Leagues 
C om m issioner Bowie Kuhn will 
preside over the ceremony which will be 
graced by an estim ated 20 Hall of 
Fam ers and other members of baseball s 
royalty. 
. 
The Minnesota Twins and Philadelphia 
Phillies meet later in the annual Hall of 


Fame game. 
Banks, the greatest home run hitting 
shortstop in major league history, ranks 
No. 6 with Eddie Mathews on the all- 
time list with 512 and compiled a .274 
batting average during 19 seasons with 
the Chicago Cubs from 1953 through 1971 
and twice was named the National 
League’s most valuable player 
Banks played shortstop for the first 
nine seasons of his career and hit 293 
homers while at that position That total 
is 123 more than were hit by any short­ 
stop previously in the Hall of I* ame and 
his 512 lifetime total is only 42 fewer than 
the combined total of all 10 other short­ 
stops enshrined 
Sewell, now a peppery 78. had a .a u 
lifetime batting average and 49 career 
homers for the Cleveland Indians and 
New York Yankees during the 1920s and 
1930s but is best remembered for his un­ 
erring eye at the plate A 
slap hitter 


typical of the 1920s, Sewell struck out 
only 114 times in 7.132 career at bats He 
plaved for and against the Rutbian 
Yankees and rates the 1932 team a shade 
stronger than the famous 1927 club 
Lopez was a first-class catcher during 
19 seasons with the Brooklyn Dodgers. 
Boston Braves. Pittsburgh Pirates and 
Indians but was elected as a manager. 
Lopez managed the Indians to five 
second-place finishes and one pennant 
between 1951 and 1956 and the White Sox 
to one pennant, five second-place 
finishes, a third, a fourth and a fifth dur­ 
ing 10 years between 1957 and 1968 


His 1954 Indians broke the Yankees’ 
string of five straight pennants and his 
1959 White Sox snapped a streak of four 
consecutive New York winners. 
Rusie. who pitched from 1889 through 
1901. had a 245-174 lifetime average and 
more than 200 strikeouts in five seasons 


with a high of 341 in 1890. Lloyd was 
known as the ' Black Hocus W agner 
and is said to have had a .362 lifetime 
hattinc average during a 27-year career, 
olwgo is s a i/to have been the most ver­ 
satile of the old Negro League players 
and to have had a 320 average for 30 
seasons.

The foreign trials fell into a holding 
pattern Sunday while the crew of the 
A ustralian 12-m eter yacht decided 
whether to pull out of the round robin 
series for a badly needed hull paint job. 
Robin Wallace, a m ember of the Inter­ 
national Race Committee, said Sunday 
Gretel II’s action would be the key in the 
committee’s decision whether to con­ 
tinue the series, aimed at picking a 
foreign challenger to the U.S. entry for 
yachting’s most prestigious prize 
Gretel II skipper Gordon Ingate said 
he would make up his mind by early to­ 
day. He said his decision depended on a 
change in the weather, which has thrown 
a hot humid blanket over Newport for 
the past week. 
“ We peed 30 hours minimum and we 
need some drying w eather.’’ Ingate said. 
If today's weather brought westerly 
breezes, the boat would stay out of the 
water until the semi-final races begin 
Thursday If the humidity holds. Gretel 
II would continue with the round robin 
race schedule 
. 
“ We could not afford to go into the 
semi-finals or finals with a bottom like 
that,” Ingate said 
He said the crew has attem pted to 
clean G retel’s hull and put on the final 
coat of paint since arriving in Newport in 
early June, but wet weather, fog and 
high winds have interfered. 
If the International Race Committee 
calls off the rest of the round robin 
series, the 12-m eters A ustralia and 
France I would race in the semi-finals 
and the Swedish boat, Sverige, and 
Gretel would race 
Bori Larsson. tactician for Sverige, 
said Sunday he prefers the round robin 
series continue to the end. 
“ We need as much possible training as 
we can get,' he said.

Darrell Waltrip took over for the ex­ 
hausted Allison with 60 miles remaining 
and c a p tu re d S u n d a y 's $205,000 
Talladega 500 stock car race at Alabama

Waltrip, fought off challenges by Skip 
Manning the 1976 Grand National rookie 
of the year, and then cruised to an easy 
win under a caution flag when Manning s 
Chevrolet blew an engine with six laps to

said he nearly fainted while looping the 
track 
Cale Yarborough finished second in a

Allison, who described the heat as 
“ two shades hotter than hell,” said he 
could have stayed in the car the rest of 
the race. 
But he said he decided to call it quits 
while the field was slowed by a caution 
flag to give the car a better chance at 
taking the checkered flag 
Allison, who picked up $26,375 for the 
win, pitted under a caution flag and 
gulped down a soft drink in the 96-degree 
weather.

(UPI) — Ernie Banks goes into 
Baseball’s Hall of Fam e today 
and leave it to him to come up 
with the perfect way to go. 
He has been kicking around 
the idea ever since his election 
last winter and has decided he’d 
love nothing more than to go in 
the same way he went out — 
playing baseball. 
“ What a wondeful way to 
go!” he says, and he means it, 
even though he’s 46 years old 
and hasn’t played for the past 
six years. 
The Hall of Fam e people have 
no objection to his playing in 
to d ay 's gam e betw een the 
Philadelphia Phillies and Min­ 
nesota Twins. After all, it’s 
only an exhibition. 
If Ernie Banks, who starred 
16 years for the Chicago Cubs 
and hit 512 home runs for them, 
wants to put on a uniform and 
play baseball here at Double­ 
day Field today after he’s of­ 
ficially enshrined, let him, 
everybody says.

More press protection 


In what is a welcome respite 
from the almost constant at­ 
tacks on the freedom of the 
press to report, the U.S. Court 
of Appeals has said the press 
cannot be held libelous for 
reporting newsworthy state­ 
m ents because the press 
doubts their truth. 
According to the Appeals 
Court, “ the public interest in 
being fully informed about 
controversies that often rage 
around sensitive issues de­ 
mands that the press be af­ 
forded the freedom to report 
such charges without assum­ 
ing responsibility for them.” 
And, “ We do not believe the 
press may be required to sup­ 
press newsworthy statements 
merely because it has serious 
doubts regarding the truth of 
those statements.” 
One aspect of the business of 
gathering and disseminating 
news is the constant deter­ 
mination as to what is libelous 
and what is not. Many times a 
public 
figure's 
statem ents 


co u ld 
be c o n s tr u e d 
by 
someone, somewhere, to be of 
a libelous nature. The editor’s 
reaction could logically be to 
refrain from printing the 
statement, and thus censor the 
news. Conversely, printing the 
statement, without sufficient 
time or staff to check on the 
truthfulness, can land the 
editor and his employer a sub­ 
stantial libel suit. 
The protection the Appeals 
Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Court has afforded the press in 
th e ir decision 
is indeed 
welcome. The protection the 
decision gives politicians, on 
the other hand, mightn’t be so 
welcome, if one of the profes­ 
sion decided to use that 
protection to intentionally put 
out information of less than a 
truthful nature. It will be the 
n e w s p a p e r 
w h i c h 
d i s ­ 
seminates the statement, true 
or false. It will rest with the 
politicians, however, to use 
this newfound press protection 
as responsibly as does the 
press itself.

It is the Olympic 
Games, which is scheduled to take place 
in Moscow, and will be brought to the

As we all know, the Soviet Union turns 
any spectacular into an excuse for 
aggrandizing the Soviet revolution and 
the Socialist state It is not enough to 
breed fine athletes, stuff them like 
Strasbourg geese, and have them win the 
prizes: it must be brought home that 
they have won these prizes owing to the 
spiritual nourishment they received as 
children of the glorious Socialist revolu­ 
tion That the Communists intend to milk 
the Olympics until all mankind curdles 
was never in doubt. Sergei Pavlov, 
Chairman of the Soviet Committee of 
Physical Education and Sport, recently 
wrote that “ for the first time in the 
history of the Olympic movement the 
games are to be held in a socialist state 
We are planning to make this event a 
festival of peace which will serve the 
vital cause of mutual understanding and 
cooperation between people.” When the 
Soviet Union sets out to achieve peace 
and mutual understanding, it is time to 
batten down the hatches. 
The editors of National Review have 
learned that the Soviet Union intends, as 
one of its propaganda points, to forbid

Taiwanese lobby to speak of. And the 
Canadian government had going for it 
the hot lust of the whole world to see the 
games: Trudeau knew that the Olympic 
Committee, at the margin, would not 
call the games off. 
The Soviet Union, intending to slight 
Israel and make headway in its strategic 
desire to ingratiate itself with the Arab 
countries and the Third World, will start 
p l a y i n g an 
i n t r i c a t e g a m e of 
technicalities. 
Here is one way to do it. There are 26 
Olympic sports federations, each featur­ 
ing a recognized Olympic event. In order 
to qualify to compete at an international 
Olympic, a nation must belong to at least 
five federations The Israelis do — but 
they do not belong to all 26. For instance, 
they do not compete in the winter games. 
The strategy is one of attrition: to dis­ 
qualify Israel from one after another 
federation until they wake one day to 
find themselves mem bers of less than 
the requisite five This adm inistrative 
dem arche can proceed hand in hand with 
ideological combat. South Africa has 
been (quite illegally) excluded from the 
Olympics. Moscow is always in a posi­ 
tion to brandish the U N. resolution 
equating Zionism with racism , invoking 
the South African precedent, and lock 
the gates on Israel. There are signs of 
movement In November of last year, 
the Soviets. Hungarians and Yugoslavs 
pulled out of the World Chess Cham­ 
pionship rather than play in Haifa. They 
set up their own “ International Chess 
Olympics” in Libya.

I predict that if the Soviet Union 
prevails against Israel in the Olympics, 
the Moscow Olympics will take place 
without the participation of the United 
States 1980. by the way, is an election 
year.

The neutron bomb 


WASHI NGTON - The people- 
poisoning neutron bomb has become the 
sum m er’s most emotional issue, yet it 
may not be quite the ogre its critics 
claim. 
It is a nasty weapon, to be sure, whose 
victim s will suffer violent nausea, 
diarrhea and other unpleasant symptoms 
before they die But many misconcep­ 
tions have been spread 
about the bomb 
From White House. 
Pentagon and congres­ 
sional 
sources, we 
have obtained infor­ 
mation that may help 
to s e t th e r e c o r d 
straight: 
— The neutron bomb 
has been portrayed as 
a weapon that kills 
people and s pa re s 
b u i l d i n g s . 
It 
h a s 
becom e a symbol. 
therefore, of an inhuman military policy 
that sacrifices people in order to take 
over their property intact In fact, the 
bomb is a defensive weapon, which 
might help stop a Soviet invasion of 
Western Europe with reduced damage to 
the besieged cities. 
— By reducing the blast, heat and 
fallout, the neutron bomb can be used 
with more precision against the at­ 
tackers. The objective is to destroy the 
advancing forces, without devastating 
allied property. An offensive would have 
the opposite objective The aim would be 
to destroy hostile territory, particularly 
m ilitary facilities, transportation lines 
and supply centers, so the enemy couldn- 
t use them The neutron bomb, therefore, 
would make a poor offensive weapon 
— Critics are fearful that field com­ 
manders would be tempted to use the 
bomb as a conventional weapon because 
of its low yield In fact, the bomb will 
become part of the nuclear arsenal, 
which is under the direct control of the 
president. The arsenal already contains 
nuclear shells and warheads of lower 
yield 
The neutron bomb, despite its 
reduced blast, would destroy a few 
square miles of property. “ It’s a big 
bomb not to be used c a s u a l l y . ” 
emphasized a White House adviser. 
— Pentagon strategists warn that the 
allies would lose a conventional war with 
the Soviet Union on the European 
mainland. In case of a Soviet attack, 
therefore, the United States must either 
strike back with nuclear weapons or 
abandon Europe. It’s just possible, the 
neutron bomb could stop an invasion 
without a nuclear Armaggedon “This 
will give the president an option that 
won't devastate Europe.” explained one 
of his advisers. “ And the Russians will 
have to consider that option before they 
attack.” Rep M Robert Carr. D.-Mich., 
a staunch congressional opponent of the 
arm s race, agrees that the neutron bomb 
“ will decrease the probability of war and 


increase the probability of containing 
nuclear war should it occur.” 
— The impression is widespread that 
neutron bombs will be added to the 
nuclear stockpile 
Actually, they will 
replace existing nuclear weapons Rep. 
C arr in an unpublished study also 
suggests: “ The neutron bomb should 
enable us to reduce our total number of 
tactical weapons in Europe — perhaps 
retiring three older weapons for each 
neutron bomb deployed.” 
Sources close to President C arter con­ 
tend that he shouldn't be held to the let­ 
ter of his campaign statem ents about 
nuclear weapons “ A seasoned president 
appreciates the subtleties of his respon­ 
sibilities more than a candidate can,” 
said one associate “ While he’s still a 
very idealistic man. his first duty is to 
make sure the country can defend 
itself.” 
Carr says he will support the develop­ 
ment of the neutron bomb But he warns 
forcefully: “ If I see evidence that the 
relevant decision-makers show any signs 
of regarding the neutron bomb as a tool 
to make nuclear war a routine operation, 
I shall be com pelled to oppose its 
deployment.” 


He concludes: “ Probably the most 
serious danger in the neutron bomb is the 
fact that, while in itself it doesn't make a 
great deal of difference one way or the 
other, it has distracted public attention 
from more significant national defense 
issues." 
HUMAN RIGHTS: President C arter's 
stand on human rights has caused dis­ 
comfort in the U S embassies around 
the world Too many U.S. diplomats are 
more interested in maintaining their 
cozy relationship with their counterparts 
than in upholding the president's human 
rights policy. 
We have detected a tendency on the 
part of the State Department to play 
down the human rights violations of 
friendly nations 
A State Department 
report on human rights in Bolivia, for ex­ 
ample. has been challenged by a team of 
U S 
missionaries who live in the 
country 
The report was largely the product of 
the U S embassy in Bolivia. Under the 
law. it had to accompany the State 
Departm ent’s requests to Congress for 
added assistance to Bolivian dictator 
Hugo Banzer-Suarez. 
Yet the missionaries delivered quite a 


different picture to 
Assistant State 
Secretary William Todman during his re­ 
cent visit to Bolivia. The missionaries' 
confidential report charged that the 
State D epartm ent’s earlier report was 
“seriously flawed.” with a “ disturbing 
lack of depth." 


Charged the missionaries: “There is 
no evidence that political prisoners and 
labor leaders have been quoted or inter­ 
viewed. whereas official government 
statem ents are accepted at face value ” 
The State Department reported that 
the human rights record in Bolivia is 
“ improving “ 
But the m issionaries 
warned that the human rights violations 
are an integral part of the Bolivian 
government’s policies. 


The m issionaries gave depressing 
details of torture and abuse that the U.S. 
embassy in Bolivia pretended not to 
know about

WASHINGTON (NEA) - When the 
professional politicians began to analyze 
which seats in the House of Represen­ 
tatives might be considered “ m arginal" 
in next year’s elections, they noticed 
something strange: The list included the 
19th congressional district of Texas 
“ Marginal district” 
is a term of art among 
politicians, 
referring 
to a House district 
where the current oc­ 
cupant is considered 
vulnerable because he 
or she received less 
than 55 per cent of the 
vote in the last elec­ 
tion. 
The list invariably is 
d o m i n a t e d 
by 
f r e s h m a n 
a n d 
sophomore 
represen­ 
tatives whose names and accomplish­ 
ments are vague in the voters’ minds, 
plus a scattering of ideologues whose af­ 
finity for the distant right and left edges 
of the political spectrum often means the 
sacrifice of job security. 
In theory, Texas’ 19th district has no 
place on that list because ever since it 
was created in 1934 it has been the sole, 
virtually undisputed property of one man 
— Rep George H Mahon, a lanky, soft- 
spoken Democrat who is the “dean” of 
the House and chairman of its powerful 
Appropriations Committee 
Mahon has been elected to 22 con­ 
secutive term s, and in 16 of those con­ 
tests he had no Republican opposition. 
When the first foolhardy GOP opponent 
surfaced in 1946, Mahon walked off with 
94 6 per cent of the vote. Four years 
later, he slipped a bit and captured a 
mere 93 9 per cent of the vote against 
another hapless Republican. 
Three other opponents surfaced in the 
early 1960s, but only one even came close 
to gaining a third of the vote in the 
barren but oil-rich West Texas district 
whose only sizeable cities are Lubbock, 
Midland and a portion of Odessa. After 
handily disposing of that trio of 
pretenders to the throne, Mahon was re­ 
elected without opposition for another 
five consecutive term s. Last year, the 
manager of an Odessa brokerage house 
decided to take his chances against 
Mahon. 
Conservative Republican Jim Reese 
captured 45.4 per cent of the vote. 
Mahon, with the remaining 54.6 per cent, 
plunged overnight f r om political 
patriarch of the Perm ian Basin to 
“ m arginal” congressman. 
“The big thing was age,” says one 
newspaper reporter who followed the 
Mahon-Reese contest. “ Mahon adm its to 
being 76 and a lot of people suspect he’s 
even older. They just decided it was time 
for a change.” 
Early this month, Mahon unexpectedly 
disclosed that he will retire at the end of 
his current term. Most of the news ac­ 
counts of his announcement failed to 
m ention the co n g ressm an ’s little- 
publicized brush with political defeat. 


But Mahon isn’t the first House 
veteran to see the handwriting on the 
wall. In recent years, several com m it­ 
tee chairmen have elected retirem ent 
rather than face the potential ignominy 
of voter rejection in their senior years. 
Those who didn’t understand that 
seniority had been transformed from an 
asset to a liability — men such as Reps. 
Emanuel Celler of New York and Wayne 
N. Aspinall of Colorado — suffered the 
disgrace of defeat 
Others were unceremoniously dumped 
from their c h a i r m a n sh i p s by an 
irreverent group of young legislators. 
Two once-powerful chairmen — Rgps. 


Wilbur D Mills of Arkansas and Wayne 
L Hays of Ohio — left town in disgrace 
after highly publicized scandals. 
Of the 20 men who were chairmen of 
House committees in 1972. just five 
years ago. only Mahon and four others 
remain today. That turnover rate is un­ 
precedented in the modem history of the 
House. 
George Mahon is among the last of a 
disappearing breed — the “old bulls” of 
the House who regularly won re-election 
by acclamation, served for decades and 
held semi-permanent title to the chair­ 
manships of all the influential commit­ 
tees
